You have 
champions like Tom Johnson, whom we 
have al] heard. And we in the west 
have our champion, the man that we be- 
lieve, next to yourself, has done most 
for the cause of the common people; 
the man who in the fight when the trait- 
ars deserted you, came to your succor 
and #tood an able lieutenant under your 
orders; the man who has fought all his 
life for a national eight hour law, for an 
income tax, for education, for national 
appropriations for schools, the doctrines 
preached by the Bryan and the fathers, 
the man born in our state and a native 
son, whom we regard as one of the 
greatest men of the times—William Ran- 
dolph Hearst, congressman-elect of New 
York.”’

Bryan Receives Ovation. 

The ovation tendered Mr. Bryan was 
the most enthuslastic of the evening. He 
asserted that if there is any one man 
in the country who has suffered on ac- 
count of lack of democratic harmony he 
is that man, and charged that it was 
the opposition of alleged democrats with- 
in the ranks of his party that brought 
him to defeat in 1896 and 1900. He said 
that he knew all the men who had gone 
astray in those instances, an@ since that 
time they had _ suffered severe heart 
burning. 

‘If it is such a serious affair to change 
party allegiance,” Mr. Bryan said, “‘I 
hope these men will stay out of the 
democratic party. There can be no har- 
mony between democrats who carry 
knives for each other and hate each 
Sther. There is a better chance to make 
democrats out of republicans than out 
Palmer and Buckner democrats, 

“These men can never be in harmony 
with us unless they or we change our 
political convictions. I still believe in the 
platform adopted at Chicago in 189% and 
in Kansas City in 1900. I have no thought 
of surrendering my _ convictions. Our 
principles were true then; they are true 
now. | would not ecaange them if I 
could. Neither would I surrender my 
principles to win any victory, however 
great, for my party. A party, like a man, 
needs a c.laracter and a membership 
that knows what is right and will do it 
in the advocacy of political principles. 

Mr. Bryan said he did not propose to 
take his democracy from any dem- 
eratic leader who received his training 
from Wall street.

Mrs. Curry arrived from Phiadelphia 
last week and was at the bedside of her 
husband when his death occurred.

He was born in Lincoln county, 
gia, June, 1825. His maternal grand- 
fathers were Richard Wynne, of Wales, 
and Huguenot John Lamar, of France. 
On his father’s side he was descended 
from Captain Curry. of the English navy. 

After passing through a course of study 
in private schools in Georgia and Ala- 
bama. he entered the University of Geor- 
gia and graduated from that institution 
in 1842, when he was 17 years of age. 

He graduated from. the Harvard Law 
school at 19. and while there boarded in 
the same house with President Hayes, 
who remained his firm friend through 
life. Shortly after leaving Harvard he 
went to Mexico to fight for the freedom 
of Texas. and with Captain Jack Hayes 
joined Captain Adkins’ company. 

At the ciose of the war he 
a grant of land from the government for 
services. At 22 vears of age he was 
elected to the Alabama legislature. He 
was a member of the United States con- 
gress in 1857 and a member of the Con- 
federate congress in 1861. He wrote the 
uddress to the Army of Northern Vir- 
ginia. 

He left congress 
first on General Joe 
with General Wheeler as staff officer in 
the raid through Tennessee, and after- 
wards es igutenant colonel of the cav- 
He also served with his corps

The advocates of an elective commission 
and more power for the commission have 
been trying in vain for several days to 
get to a vote, but have been out- 
maneuvered by their opponents. Thev 
were almost savagely eager for a vote to- 
day, and the voting showed that they 
have a majority of something like two 
to one for an @lective commission. The 
advocates of the Texas law, however, are 
etill in a safe minority. 

The house passed without a word the 
child-labor bill, it having been agreed on 
by all concerned, and with only Mr.

“AFTER AMENDMENT 


During His Remarks on the Treaty 
Senator Reflected on the Char- 
acter of the Colombian 
Government—Treaty 
Defended. 


Washington, February 12.—Considera- 
tion. of the Panama canal treaty occu- 
pied nearly the entire time of the execu- 
tive’ Session of the senate today. Im- 
mediately after the doors had been closed 
a m~gtion by Senator Pettus, of Ala- 
bama, to reconsider the vote by which 
the Alaskan boundary treaty was rati- 
fied yesterday by the senate, was laid 
pon the table, and then, after the ¢éonfir- 
mation of a number of nominations, the 
Panama canal treaty between the United 
States and the republic of Coldémbia was 
brought before the session. 

Senator Morgan immediately took the 
floor to urge that the treaty be amended 
in many respects and to oppose it un- 
less amended. 
| He had hardly begun his speech when 
the point .of no quorum was made, but 
a@ roll call showed the necessary num- 
ber present, and the senator resumed. 
He contended that the convention is 
loosely drawn and said that in order to 
properly safeguard the interests of the 
United...Btates it should be practically 
made over. 

Morgan Opposes the Treaty. 

Senator Morgan directed especial atten- 
tion to the fact that there had been a 
failure to embody the act of congress 
providing for the construction of the 
canal in the treaty, as was set forth in 
the preamble and dwelt at length on 
what he termed the unreliability and 
revolutionary character of the govern- 
| ment of Colombia. He asserted that the 
price of ten mflion dollars in cash, which 
, the United States had agreed to pay to 
|Colombia was exorbitant and was more 
‘than necessary in view of the former 
‘agreement to take $7,000,000, He alsa 
criticised the provision for a perpetual 
annual payment of $250,000, and declared 
| that in all probability much of these 
| payments would go into the pockets of 
private individuals. In this connection, 
he declared that a recent chief execu- 
tive of the Colombian government had 
'so ldout and abdicated for a million dol- 
lars. He repeated his declaration that 
| the existing government has no power 
'to enter into treaties and asserted that 
a treaty with that government would 
not be binding. He declared that it 
would be folly to make the payment of 
$47,000,000 as was proposed by the treaty 
depend on so unstable and unsubstan- 
tial an institution as the Colombian 
congress, and especially in view of the 
‘chronic insurrecticnary condition of the 
people. 


Cullom on the Treaty. 

Senator Cullom, chairman of the com- 
mittee on foreign relations, made a brief 
speech in the middle of Senator Morgan's 
address. [It was devoted to an explana- 
tion of the terms of the treaty. Mr. 
Cullom gave special attention to criti- 
cisms Mr. Morgan had made on article 
28, placing the control of the canal in 
charg of the government of Colombia in 
case of trouble and said that as the canal 
| penetrates Colombian territory the ar- 
rangement was equitable. Moreover he 
| thought it would be impossible to secure 
Colombia’s sanction of the treaty under 
any. other arrangement. He also de- 
tended the provision for a mixed tribunal 
for the adjudication of legal difficulties in 
the canal zone as necessary under the 
circumstances. He declared that un- 
der the terms of the treaty the United 
States had ample power to protect the 
eanal. Speaking of the contention that 
the Tnited States should own the canal 
right of way, he said that the Colombian 
constitution places insuperable obstacles 
in the way of ownership by prohibiting 
sale of such purposes. He contended, 
however, that a lease in perpetuity would 
be equally as good as a transfer by pur- 
chase outright. 

When the adjournment was suggested 
at half past five, Senator Morgan said 
that he would be prepared to go on all 
night if required to do so, but Senator 
Cullom replied that he had no intention 
of making any such exaction. On the 
contrary, he added, he was ready to 
close today’s session at that time but 
he was anxious to continue tomorrow.

Bunch of Amendments. 

Senator Morgan gave notice of thirty 
proposed amendments to the treaty. The 
first of these amendments of general im- 
portance to the body of the treaty was 
to Article 2. It provides for the owner- 
ship of the canal by the United States 
instead of a lease for a hundred years, 
to be renewed each century afterwards 
provided by the treaty as sent to 
the senate. The amendment provides 
for the alteration of the text so as to 
make it read as follows: 

‘The United States shall have the ex- 
clusive right, without further compensa- 
tion or indemnity, to excavate, construct, 
operate, control, own and protect the 
maritime canal,” etc. 

Article 3 is to be so amended as to have 
the canal zone include the cities of Pan- 
ama and Colon, which are excluded in the 
official draft of the treaty. Tae provision 
for a joint commission of tae United 
States to enforce police and sanitary 
regulations is abolished and this work is 
placed in the exclusive control of the 
United States, 

Article 4 is altered as to remove the 


as 


pledge on the part of the United States | 


not to increase its territories at the ex- 
pense of any of the Central American 
republics. The pledge with reference to 
Colombia stands, 

Mr. Morgan proposes so to amend the 
language of article 6 as to have tae 
United States guarantee only the inde- 
pendence of Colombia in the government 
of the islands at the eastern and western 
extremities of the canal, but the guar- 
anty of the “integrity” of tHat govern- 
ment in the islands is stricken out. 

In articile 7 there is inserted a provision 
that no trial for damages to property on 
account of the canal work shall be al- 
lowed to impede its progress. 


Control of Immigration. 

It is proposed to amend article 11 so as 
to give to the United States control of 
permanent immigration to tne canal zone. 

The joint tribunals proposed by article 
13 of the treaty are eliminated and the 
United States is given complete control 
over all controversies except those be- 
tween citizens of Colombia, which are 
left in Colombian jurisdiction. 

Article 23, which in the official text 
provides for the calling in of the United 
States forces at Colombia's instance for 
the protection of the canal, is left with a 
plain provision requiring the government 
of Colombia to assume this duty. To that 
provision the following is added: 

“The United States shall have the right 
at all times in its discretion to use its 
police and its land and naval forces for 
these purposes.”’ 

Article 24 is so altered as to remove all 
limitations of time as to when the canal 
shall be completed, and the United States 
is given full authority to change the plan 
for the canal. The annual payments of 
$250,000 provided for to Colombia are lim- 
mited to sixty-two years.

Butte, Mont., February 12.—The Burling. 
ton express, No. 6. eastbound. was held 
up shortly after midnight on the Northern 
Pacific tracks 8 miles east of this city. 
near Homestead, by two mounted men. 
They covered the sides of the train with 
their guns, uncoupled tne engine, mai! 
and express and ran them ahead of the 
train about 2 miles. 

The trainmen, after the robbers had 
left with the engine and cars, hastened 
back toward Butte and met an incoming 
freight train, the engine of which they 
uncoupled to run to Butte and give an 
alaym. The robbers fired two charges of 
dynamite, blowing the safe to pieces and 
wrecking tne express car. 

The train was a double-header, and the 
engine with the mail and express cars 
were run about 600 feet ahead of the rest 
of the train. A few moments after the 
train was stopped there were two ex- 
plosions of dynamite, which wrecked the 
express car. The roof was blown off, but 
no one was injured. 

Reports vary as to the amount ef booty 
secured by the robbers. The express mées- 
senger says that the robbers aid not get 
more than $500. 

In other quarters it is stated that the 
plunder will amount to several thousand 
dollars at least. It is also said that sev- 
eral of the mail pouches were rifled. 

A railway mai: clerk was shet by the 
robbers. It is not thought his wound is 
dangerous. 

When the express messenger realized 
that there was a hold-up, he tossed a 
package of money that he held in his 
hand upon a rack above his head, and 
this money, probably, was saved.

DR. WAKEFIELD 


KILLED BY TRAIN 


Prominent Columbus Drug- 
gist Crushed Under 
Car Wheels. 


Columbus, Ga., February 12.—(Special.) 
Dr. O. W. Wakefield, formerly a well 
known druggist of this city, but who 
of late has been in the employ of the 
Virginia-Carolina Chemical Company, 
was killed tonight at 9:30 o'clock in the 
Central railroad yards just north of the 
Eieventh street culvert. 

He was walking along the track, en 
route home from his work, when killed. 
The Central passenger train just pviling 
out for Macon wes coming down on the 
track and a switch engine, pulling a 
number of cars, was coming in the same 
direction, down a parallel track.

He was not taken 
very seriously. but the lack of interest

Last fall Dr. Herty again appeared be- 
fore the Turpentine Operators’ Associa- 
tion at Jacksonville, where the leading 
operators of every southern state were 
in session. He exhibited his method in 
detail and presented the figures he had 
compiled from the results accomplished, 
showing that under his method a larger 
amount and better quality of gum had 
been secured from a given number of 
pine trees over the old method, and that 
the product from his method had sold in 
the market at Savannah for a higher 
price than the product of the old method 
sold side by side.

Athens, Ga., February 12.—(Special.)— 
The printers of Athens do not iike the 
way in which the University Press is tak- 
ing work from parties outside the uni- 
versity and have brought the matter to the 
attention of the Athens chamber of com- 
merce with the request that that body 
take the proper steps to induce the Uni- 
versity Press to confine their work pure- 
ly to the jub printing work arising from 
the different branches of the University 
of Georgia. 

The printers say that the University 
Press is a corporation of private indi- 
viduals. university professors, and that 
the object of tne corporation is the con- 
gucting of business for private gain.

They ask 
that the University Press take no work 
other than university work or else come 
off the campus and out from under the 
wing of the University of Georgia. | 

The University Press, on the other 
hand, while admitting that it is a private 
corporation, says that its object is to 
do the work of the university and to give 
employment to students who may there- 
by help ake the money fnecessary to 
send themselves through college. They 
deny that they solicit outside work, but 
say that, of course, they will take what- 
ever jobs come to them. They deny un- 
derbidding the other printers and say 
that they pay the university for the use 
of the room they occupy in the college 
building and that the university in no 
“ay contributes to their expenses. 

The matter has for several weeks been 
the subject of considerable friction, which 
has at last culminated in this petition 
to the chamber of commerce. This body 
has referred the matter to its committee 
on arbitration, and if all the parties will 
agee to arbitrate then the matter can 
be easily adjusted. If such an agreement 
cannot be reached the printers hint in 
their petition at the idea of making it 
a@ political issue by bringing it to the 
attention of the prnters’ union. It is be- 
lieved, however, that the whole trouble 
can be gtraightened out by the chamber 
of commerce.

Jolombia’s Constitutional Position. 

It would seem that if the United 
States senate ratifies the Panama ca- 
nal treaty, as there is little doubt that 
it will, it is by no means certain that 
Coiombia is in a position to carry out 
her part of the contract. The same 
old trouble as to,the surrender of au- 
tonomy over thcir territory is perturb- 
ing the Colombians. President Marro- 
quin, of that mercurial government, is 
moving most conservatively, and of 
the treaty he says. 

In the event of our allowing sovereignty 
to be overlooked, if the canal is built on 
the isthmus, it would justly satisfy not 
Only the isthmians’ aspirations, but all 
Colombians generally; but, at the same 
time, the government will be held liable 
and responsible for not having defended 
our sovereignty rights and having sacri- 
ficed national interests. On the other 
Side, if the canal is not effected througn 
Colombian territory, the Colombian gov- 
ernment will be blamed for losing the op- 
portunity of acquiring a boon looked on 
generally to Colombia’s 
future prosperity and enlargement.

An avalanche of indignation has 
fallen upon John D. Rockefeller, the 
principal owner of the earth, because 
he had the effrontery to give his or. 
ders to the senate of the United 
States in the form of the following 
telegram from New York, addressed io 
a number of senators: 


We are opposed to any anti-trust legis- 
lation. Our counsel will see you. It must 
be stopped. 

JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER. 


When confronted with a copy of the 
remarkable telegram, Mr. Rockefeller 
remarked with sullen sententiousness: 


‘trust, and the Standard Oil trust in 
particular— — | 

Wasn't the thing working just as 
the sly trusts had planned for the 
Oldest and craftiest rat in the trust 
barn to work it? 

The people have arisen as ode man 
and are demanding that their repre- 
sentatives in congress enact into law 
legislation that will deliver them from 
the constricting tentacles of the octo- 
pus. 

The people, short of revolution, are 

easy to handle and easy to fool. 
' The president’s “publicity” idea, 
With an equally inane suggestion or 
two from Attorney General Knox, was 
embodied in a bill introduced in the 
house by Representative Littlefield, of 
Maine. 

There were other  bills—drastic, 
honest, promising anti-trust bills—in- 
troduced, or framed for introduction, 
in either chamber, but the Littlefield 
bill, recognized as having the special 
approval and solicitude of the admin- 
istration, was by common consent ac- 
corded the right of way. 

The democratic minority, while vot- 
ing for this bill and insuring its 
unanimous passage by the house, ex- 
posed its weakness, not to say hypoc- 
risy. 

There were grave reasors, not the 
least of which was the Quay state- 
hood bill obstruction, why the con- 
currence of the senate seemed doubt- 
ful. Extraordinary efforts were neces- 
sary to insure the passage of the bill 
by that slow-moving body at the tag 
end of the session. The administra- 
tion was doing what it could, but the 
fate of the much heralded measure 
trembled in the balance. : 

It was John D. Rockefeller who es- 
sayed to cut the gordian knot.

Next year is presidential year. If 
the Littlefield bill does not pass at 
tris session, there is the threat of an 
extra session and the possibility of a 
real hide and tallow anti-tr@st bill be- 
ing forced through the new congress 
by public clamor that has broken all 
bounds. ; 

Obviously it is to the interest of the 
trusts and the Rockefellers to have 
a decoy bill passed, and there is rea- 
son to believe that they believe the 
Littlefield bill will answer that pur- 
pose fairly well. While not all that 
the trusts could ask, it is making the 
best of a bad (to the trusts) situa- 
tion. | 

What more cunning in the way of 
forestallihg legislation of a really ef- 
fective nature than to have the senate 
brought to taw by the cry that Rocke- 
feller is endeavoring to block the Lit- 
tiefield bill in that body? 

If John D. Rockefeller 
hold up an anti-trust bill in the United 
States senate he would send no signed 
telegram to senators. 

If the United States senate does not 
send the Littlefield bill to the presi- 
dent for his signature, perhaps no- 
body will regret the death of the 
measure more than the trusts and their 
legislative go-between, Mr. Rocke- 
felier.

Col. Lowry cn the Postoffice. 

Editor Constitution: I regretted very 
much that I was unable to see the con- 
gressional committee that spent Satur- 
day in Atlanta looking over the post- 
office location proposition. I had the 
pleasure, however, of meeting the chair- 
man aml having quite a talk with him 
on the train en route from Atlanta, 

I am utterly opposed to doing anything 
to patching up the present postoffice, 
or adding to it. The growth of Atlanta 
wants a very much larger building, oc- 
cupying a full square; it does not mate- 
tially matter what location it is, as mail 
is delivered and taken up all over the 
city and very few go to the postoffice for 
their mail. I believe the government will 
tulld a splendid modern building in At- 
lanta, and taking the present increase of 
receipts from postage, as a basis, it will 
require, in probably ten or fifteen years 
more, even a very much larger building 
than would be built now. 

I see it suggested that the present build- 
ing be sold to the city for a city hall. I 
hope very much this will not be done, 
Atlanta should have a city hall of the 
most modern kind, built especially for tt 
and all out of Georgia material; this can- 
not be done in a day, but say the city 
council appropriate a certain sum this 
year or next year to buy a location adapt- 
ed especially for the purpose; then every 
year, say for ten years, make an ap- 
propriation of $50,000 or $76,000 so that at 
the end of that time we will have a mag- 
nificent building. Public Wuildings should 
be built slowly and not hurriedly, as we 
have done so often, in public buildings in 
Atlanta. I would suggest that the pres- 
ent postoffice building would be well 
adapted for army headquarters, and there 
is no reason why there should not be tne 
headquarters of the southern or gulf de- 
partment located in Atlanta. The late 
visit of General Chaffee to Atlanta indl- 
cated that the present barracks would 
be largely increaseqd and Atlanta being 
so centrally located would be the very 
place for the headquarters, as before 
stated.

Plans, It Is Said, Are on.Foot Look- 
ing to the Immediate Construc- 
tion of Route from Fock- 
mart to This City—To 
Bridge Wiver. 


That the Seaboard Air Line intends 
perfecting its western branch from Bir- 
mingham is evident. 

The road has secured the necessary 
land at the river pumping station of the 
Atlanta water works department and 
will within a short time erect a fine 
bridge over the Chattahoochee at this 
point. This will give the Seaboard an 
opportunity to run its proposed line from 
Rockmart to Atlanta, thus giving the 
road a through line from Birmingham to 
Atlanta. 

The system now owns the old East 
and West road from Cartersville to Pell 
City, Ala. A route from Rockmart, 
through which the old East and West 
road passes, to this city has already 
been surveyed, and, so it is believed, 
will be put in operation as soon as pos- 
sible. 

After getting possession of the East 
and West the Seaboard planned to enter 
Birmingham and made a survey from 
Coal City into the desired territory. A 
belt line was bought up and turned over 
to the road, which gave it an entrance 
into the city. This connecting link, it 
is understood, is being completed as rap- 
idly as possible and will be ready in a 
very short time. 

With that line and the one from Rock- 
mart to Atlanta in operation, the Sea- 
board would then be enabled to run 
eastern business right through Atlanta 
to Birmingham over its own system. AS 
told in The Constitution some time ago, 
land was purchased in the western and 
northwestern parts of the city and vicin- 
ity that would give a private right of 


way from the new depot sits to Howells | 


Station, on the Western and Atlantic. 
At present the Seaboard comes 
Atlanta from the east over its own belt 
line to Howells Station and from that 
point into the city on the tracks of the 
Western and Atlantic. It is understood 
that the present plans contemplate hav- 
ing the road cross the river at the pump- 
ing station, then up the public road past 
Captain Gramling’s home to Woodall 
creek.

ATLANTA'S BILL 
UP IN COMMIT TEt 


Fate of Public Building Meas- 
ure To Be Decided Today, 


Chairman Mercer Is Hopeful That 
an Early Day Will Be Set for 
Its Consideration by the 
House—The Speak- 
er’s Opposition. 


= 


Today will decide the fate of the meas- 
ure making an appropriation for a new 
postoffice building in this city. 

From information received here yester- 
day by United States officials, Hon. Da- 
vid Mercer, chairman of the house com- 
mittee on pwblic buildings and grounds, 
true to the sentiments expressed while in 
Atlanta last week, will make a vigorous 
fight. to have a new public building erect- 
ed here. He has called a meeting of his 
committee today, and yesterday stated 
that ample provision is made in the bill, 
which it is proposed to introduce, for the 
Atlanta project. The report of the com- 
mittee will be umanimous, and the individ- 
ual members are prepared to make a 
vigorous fight on the floor of the house. 

All of the data furnished the commit- 
tee by Postmaster Blodgett, custodian of 
the present building, Rucker, and othe 
officials, regarding the congested condi- 
tion of the Atlanta federal structure will 
be placed before the house when the 
question of an appropriation comes up for 
debate. 

Favorable Action Forecasted. 

Mr. Mercer has so drafted the bill that 
his committee will today present that 
he believes that it will receive the sup- 
port of the house. 

All that now stands in the way of the 
Atlanta measure going through without 
opposition is the attitude of Speaker 
Henderson and Chairman of the Appro- 
priation Committee Cannon. These two 
leaders have it within their power to set 
a day for the consideration of the bill 
in which the Atlanta buliding appropria- 
tion is inorpocrated. 

Mr. Mercer stated yesterday, however, 
that he is confident that no dilatory tac- 
tics will be adopted, but that his bill will 
be considered at an early date. 

Atlanta will now, undoubtedly, secure 
the appropriation asked for, if the bill is 
ever considered. 

The measure for a new building in this 
city is joined with other projects through- 
out the country, and for this reason 
many members of congress outside of the 
committee on public buildings and 
grounds are using every effort to secure 
the passage of the bill. In addition to 
information received here yesterday, The 
Constitution last night received the fol- 
lowing special dispatch from Washing- 
ton: 

“The house comittee on public build- 
ings will hold an important meeting to- 
morrow, at which it is expected the fate 
of the Atlanta public building and other 
similar projects will be decided. Chair- 
man Mercer has about completed the 
first draft of the bill he proposed to press 
at this session, and Atlanta is in it for a 
new building. P 

‘Chairman Mercer seems much more 
optimistic over his prospects in securing 
the passage of this bil} than he has for 
some time. He thinks the measure, as he 
has drafted it, will appeal strongly to 
members of the house and to the house 
leaders, as well, and if the committee 
does not put in too many projects he be- 
lieves Speaker Henderson and Chairman 
Cannon will join him in securing a day 
for its consideration.”

Ordinary attacks of hiccoughs do not 
last more than a few minutes and swal- 
lows of water or water and sugar will 
stop them. 

Hiccough is defined as _ convulsive 
coughs or sobs and as a spasmodic con- 
traction of the diaphram. In cases of 
leng illness it is produced by weakness. 

The case of Wallace cannot be ascribed 
to any of the ordinary causesj and is 
therefore puzzling to his physician. 

Each day that finds the patient with 
the distressing malady makes him weak- 
er. He cannot sleep and has no appetite.

London, February 13.—Lieutenant Boyd 
Alexander, who has just returned from 
the island of Fernando Po, the island 
of Spain in the Bight of Biafra, western 
Africa, gives an interesting description 
of the curious inhabitants of the prac- 
tically previously unexplored interior of 
the island. 

They are known as boobies. Few of 
them have ever seen a white man and 
they never leave their primitive dwellings 
in the rocks except on organized drinking 
bouts. The race is fast dying out from 
fhe effect of rum and palm wine. The 
natives are mostly naked except for a 
curious straw bonnet. They paint their 
bodies with colored mud, are unspeakably 
filthy, for they never wash, but occasion- 
ally use a knife to scrape off the surface 
dirt and create artificial deformities by 
tightly wrapping their limbs.
